(Winnipeg, Sept. 10, 00. 

A terrible flood agcomipanied by loss 
of life has .occurred at Galveston, 
Texas. A telegram from Governor 
Orleans, places the loss of life at 
&,000. A later message .from New 
Orleans, places thi eloss of life at 2,600. 

Houston, Texas, 9th: Gen. Supt. of 
the National Express Company, has 
jc st arrived from Galveston after a 
perilous trip. He reports that more 
than 1,000 people have heen drowned, 
killed or missing and that 4,000 houses 
have been destroyed. He says the 
magnitude of the disaster remains tG 
be told. _— 

Dallas, Tex. 9.—The following tele- 
gram just received from Houston: 
Retief train just returned. They could 
not get closer than six miles of_Wirk 
ginia Point. Near by the prairie was 
cavered with lumber, debris, pianos. 
trunks and dead bodies. Two hundred 
corpses were counted from the train. 

A large steamer is stranded two 
miles ithis side of Virginia Point as 
though thrown up by a tidal wave. 
Nothing can be seen of Galveston. 
Two men were picked up who floated 
across to the mainland who say they 
estimate the lass of life up to the time 
they left at 2,000: 

Houston, Texas, Sept. 9th, 10 p. m.: 
Ths West Indian storm which reach- 
ed the gulf coast yesterday morning 
wrought awful havoc in Texas. It ‘is 
not known whzt has befallen the city 
of Galveston, where it is ( reported 
1,009 lives have been blotited out and

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RAILWAY POLICY. 

While people in the West do not 
feel aliegether satisfied \with ~ the 
staud taken by the government ta 
wettds cher GP. Ri ce & railway 
monopoly in this country, it may be 
useful to knaw just what is - the 
stand of their opponents towards the 
same company in the east. The fault 
we have with the government is that 
finding a condition of monopoly pre- 
vailing in the West, they have not 
gone ta work to break it down. They 
bave undertaken to improve the con- 
ditions under it; but what we want 
is regulation and competition, and 
are rot satisfied with regulation with+ 
out completion: In Hestern Cani- 
ada it will’ ba remembered that by the 
purcbise and completion of the Drum- 
mond Counties railway the Intercolony 
ial railway was brought inta active 
competition with the C. P. R. It may 
also be remembered how fiercely that 
extension of the Intercolonial was at> 
tthkked,—ot course strictly inf tha 
public initerest. The good feeling 
whith had existed between the O. P. 
R. and the government management 
of the Intercolonial as long as - the 
Kutter road was a feeder instead of a 
competitios of the’ OC. P. R. was rudely 
1uptured by that extensicn to Mont- 
real and thera has been a continual 
cro3s_iring since batween the C. P. R. 
and department o* railwnys on . the 
subject of Intercolonial traffic. The 
Intercolonial having now a continuous 
line from idmey, Halifax and St 
Joha to Montreal proposes to hau) 
ireight f:om these and intermediate 
points destined for Montreal over its 
This seems to be-a per- 
fectly reasonable proposition and! in 
line with the purpose for which the 
railway was first built andj afterwards 
extended at the public cost. But tha 
C P. Ri ‘hos a fine fromy St. John -to 
Montreal, and they claim the right to 
heve tralfie from pbiniis on the Inter- 
colonial destined for Montreal hand-

The return of Col. Sam Hughes, M. 
P., to Canada, makes it possible to size 
up the colonel’s active military career; 
which it was never safe to do until it 
was finished. No Canadian serving in 


South Afmea attracted quite so much 
attention as Col. Hughes, and it was 
either has fault or his misfortune that 
it was not always favorable. To some 
extent no doubt Col. Hughes was him- 
self to blame for this, and to some ex- 
tent also there is no doubt he was 
the victim of circumstances. The most 
that cam bei said against him'is that! he 
ttalked—or wrote—a great deal and 
thatt modesty was not the chief char- 
neteristic af his letters. On the oth- 
er hand it is only fair to him to say 
that his letters were not written for 
publication: What was held to be 
chiefly objectionable in them was the 
atteation given to the movements of 
the writer. But being written to per~ 
sonal friends asi an account of the do- 
ings af the writer, how else should 
they have been written? Their breezy 
criticisms, while no doubt tending to 
ru-tle the feelings of regular army ‘of- 
ficers, were not less valuable on that 
account, As telling in a rough and 
ready way what a Canadian saw with 
Canadian eyes in South Africa. they are 
worth a great deal more than most of 
the letters of the highest priced news- 
paper correspondents.

But whajt Col. Hughes said is not 
nearly as important as what Col. 

He was the first man 
te start the idea of a Candiaan cont 
tingent for South Africa by offering 
to raise such a force. His offer was 
refused and he was snubbed by Gen. 
Hutton, then commanding the Cana- 
dian forces. When the contingent was 
raised he offered his services. As a 
volunteer officer of long standing and 
high rank, he was eutitled to accept- 
ante. Althouzh a member of parlia- 
ment in opposition to the government 
the minister of miltia was perfectly 
willing to recognize his claim, but 
Gen. Hutton would net allow it, hav- 
ing had a personal quarrel with Ool. 
Under such circuinstances 
this would have ended the mutter for 
most mén. Not so with Col. Hughes. 
He took passage for South Africa as 
a civilian seeking service with the Im- 
perial forces and on reaching the Cape 
was given employment and sefrvell 
with distinction, in northwestern Cape 
Colony and Griqualand. The Gol. was 
not the cnly witness in his own behalf. 
The London Times correspondent: saw 
fit to menition his good work in mast 
complimentary terms. When ihe 
war or rather rebellion in Cape 
Colony and Griqualand was ended the 
Col. asked to be relieved from further 
miltiary service and came home. A ref 
port was circulated that he had been 
retired owing to the il%will of Gen. 
Hutton, who had in the meantime also 
been givan a command in South Africa. 
While this would have been no dis- 
aredit to Ool. Hughes had it been the 
case he states that it was not the case. 
Had it been he would not have been 
offered, nor would he have accepted if 
offered ,charge of some 700 invalid 
troops from South Africa to England. 
Na apology is needed for his return be- 
fore the war was completely over. The 
presence of Gen. Hutiton in the remain- 
ing theatre of war would have given 
tod great an opportunity to him to vent 
spite on Col. Hughes; and besides at 
the time he left it was supposed that 
the war would be ended within a few 
weeks. {fe 

The Bulletin has taken up so much 
Spare in discussing Col. Hughes be 
rause iti believes it to be only fair not 
oaly to him but to Canadians ‘generale 
ly, that the loyal service of ons of their 
number should be fairly valued. The 
Col. talks a little tao much, but he 
backed up his talk with good service, 
when he had every excuse not to; and 
is entitied to credit accordingly.

As to the secand paragraph: They 
do not assume any right to do any- 
thing. They have been given the right 
te lowaite claims, and do not object td 
suitable regulations or fair taxation. 
The point in dispute is whether the 
regulations are zaitable and the taxa- 
tion fair. Surely this is a fair ques- 
tion for argument, The Globe should 
remember that a mis-statement is not 
argument, { 

As to paragraph three: What! fair- 
er or more reasonable method could be 
taken then a representation of their 
case to the representative of the crown 
onthe occasion of his visit. Had they 
noti done so the Globe would ‘pve 
been the first to shout that no cem- 
plaints had been made because no 
grounds existed.

ire. As becomes a. French 4 escen- 
dant, he chose the anniversary of the 
battie of Waterloo, to make this of- 
fer, The engagement was a solemn 
one, and was kept. Some Cays aillter- 
wards Sir Louis Davies, taking pat- 
tern from his chief, pointed to the 
Canadian troops and said in the pres- 
ence of other colonial ministers,—-“If 
Engiand needs ten thousand men, 
Canada will give them.” :

THE CAVALRY HORSE, 

Major Dent, who has been purchas- 
ing remounts fo: the British army, 
gives the followiaog particulars of the 
stamp of horse required, aes 

1. As to the height, I do not care 
about any horse that is over 16 hands, 
The following are the heights of the 
different classes : 

Artillery—15.2 to ié hands. f 

Cavalry—15.1 12 to 15.J-2 hands. 

Mounted Infantry—14.1 to 15.1. 

2, The stamp of horse required 
for artillery. is a blocky sort of horse, 
with as much breeding and bone as 
‘possible, The cavalry horse of a 
lighter type with good shoulders, loins 
and neck. The mounted infantry 
cobs, a miniature horse, The best 
sinmp I have ceme across is the 
French-Camadian, the on!y fault in 
their case being often a shortness ‘nu 
reins ‘ 
8, The type of horse for whajteyer 
branch of the service required should 
be that of an Eaglish hunter, short 
legs, skort cannon bone, good shq@ul- 
ders, back, ribs, and doins—the more 
breeding combined with the strength 
the, better, 

4, The faults I have chiefly found 
in ‘the Canadian horses are: loo long 
in the back, making a horse weak in 
his couplings; lightness of bone, es- 
pecially under the knee, and many 
horses are failing in that quarter, a 
complaint cominunly known as “goose 
munped,” 

5. In all horses true action is a 
great necessity; any horse that cuts 
(or rushes) his fetlocks is unsafe. 
I wthave found the Canadian horses 
wonderfmlly sound in wind, the ret 
jections for {this failing boing only 
2 per cent, (The horses, as a ‘ule, 
have fairly good shoulders, also a 
depth of girth, but the long backed 
oves naturally are deficient in back 
fribs. The horses are of kind dispo- 
sition, enswe7ing quickly to kindness, 
and it is rare to find a kicker, I 
buticipate they will be found very 
nairdy, in South! Africa. ; ; 

I think a great stimulus tg horse 
breeding in Canada would result 
from the herses now being Ddought 
ouit{ d‘fthef cov. itry, (Wihait I think are 
mast wanited are good -thoroughbred 
sires, not.over 16 hands, compact 
horses, with pilenity, of bone and action, 
I em sure there must be plenty of 
good mares in the country, judging 
from those which have been bought 
and in many cases it seems a pity 
they are leaying the country. 

I wish the English war office may 
see their way ‘to establishing a per- 
manent purchasing depot in Canada 
for the remounits of the army, They 
couid geti a sumber of good sound 
horses, four years old and upwards, 
every year, Of course, the horses 
would have to be freer from blem- 
ishes and better than some I have 


bought now which are going to be 
shot at im Souith Africa.

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KETTLE RIVER AGAIN. 

The Kettle river railway has been 
chartered by the legislature of Brit- 
ish Columbia, It will be remembered 
that this is a project to give railway 
competition to the Kettle river or 
Boundary creek mining district af Brit- 
ish Columbia,--one of the most im- 
portant in the provinee. Several at- 
tempts have been made to get the 
charter through the federal jpariia- 
ment, but they were always bauiked 
by the active influence of the 0. P. R. 
The attempt to get the charter thro 
ugh the British Columbia, legislature 
was at first defeated, but was finally 
carried at a iate hour on the iast night 
o” the repent session by a voter of 17 
to 15. A series of divisions were taken, 
but the vote was not changed, There 
is po doubt that an effort will be| made 
to secure the disailowance of this 
charter by the federal authorities 
but in view! of the provincial rights re- 
cord of thef party aty present in power 
it is not likely that the effort will 
be successful. The railway competi- 
tion with which the West Kootenay 
and Rossland mining districts of 
British Columbia have bsen favored 
have been the strongest iniluence to- 
wards their present stage of develop- 
ment and consequen: prosperity. The 
Kettle river country, needs competition 
quite as much as Kootenay or Ross- 
land, and to deprive it of competition 
by an exercise of arbitrary -federal 
power would bs to misinterpret the 
spirit o° the act of confederation, and 
co a grievous injury tp a most im- 
portant section o? the Pacific province. 
<> ——— 

ANTi-ORIENTAL. 

Under the heading, “Objectionable 
Immigrants,” the (Victoria, :B. ©C., 
Times, liberal, makes the following re- 
marks: $. . 

Our provincial legislators have de- 
yotei a great deal of time during the 
course of the session which closes to- 
day to discussing measures affecting 
immigration into British Columbia. 
The feeling of the people is undoubted- 
ly hostile to Orientals, and their re- 
py -esentatives, kKn&§wing this, will not 
rest until they have discovered some 
means Ot satisfying the desires of their 
constituents. We cannot prevent the 
entry of these immigrants from for- 
eign countries, but we can convince the 
Dominion government that we are in 
earnest in this’ matter by excluding 
them from all works over which we 
have control. 


Hitherto all sorts and conditions of 
people have been welvomed to our 
shores and told that there was room 
and to spare for all. Of late, how- 
ever, it has dawned upon those in aw 
thority that the iadiscriminate dump- 
ing of migellaneous collections . of 
humanity upon our dacks was not an 
anmixed blessing and steps have been 
taken to make a selection; to winnow 
owt the wheat and bldéw back the chaff 
to the place from whence it came. This 
Process was ¢ enced on the eastern 
coast, and we see no reasons why 
it should not be extended to the 
western one also. The Jaw which has 
been brought into aperation wag passed 
by a conservative goverrment some 
years ago, but the order-in-council ne- 
cessary ta bring it into operation was 
never promulgated, and it remained in 
obscurity unitil recently. Under it the 
idle and the vicious and the criminal 
end, the diseased may be refused a 
janding and their evil influences pre- 
vented from contaminating those with 
whom they would be brought into éon- 
tact, Europe is not the only contin- 
ent containing criminals and paupers, 
nor are the ports on the east coast of 
America the only ones where such per- 
rons are seeking admission. We want 
borh, fide settlers in all paris of Can- 
nda, and very few of the Asiatics are 
such. We have, unfortunately, too 
Inany vices of oar own, and hava no 
desire to add to them those of thef Ori- 
entails. It is but too true that some of 
our people fall into the degrading prac 
tices of their heathern neighbors, Even 
in the east, where they are so few in 
numbers, the influence of the Chinese, 
as the records show, has been for evil 
end noti for good. It may be said that 
the hundred dollar head tax will pre- 
vent the eniry of all those whom it is 
proposed to exclude in the east by oth. 
er means, but that is not by any means 
sure, as the commission which is to be 
bppointed to go into all phases of the 
question will surely find out. 

Looking at this immigration question 
from the stamdpoint of workingmen, 
are their demands for protection so 
unreasonable after all? The mechani 
ics have their-mnions for the purpose 
of maintaining wages and securing to 
themselves certain rights which they 
aight not be im possession of if they 
acted as individuals; the lawyers ard 
the doctors have their societies, osten- 
sibly for the protection of the public, 
but many ae inclined ta think the prot 
testion of their members aJso receives 
some consideration; gut merchants and

our farmers are guarded by the tariff 
against the competition of foreigners, 
and the profitable markets of the mint 
ing regions of the north and of cur 
own province as far as possible pre- 
served to them.

LONDON LETTER. 

A Dondon letiter to the New York 
nress of dalte of Sept. ist, gives the 
following outline of feeling there: 

Pending the discovery by the di- 
tplomatists as to how best to «wash 
their hands of the Chinese embarrass- 
ment, public interest is momentarily 
diverted to the nation’s private aft 
fairs and the wearisomeing, She has 
a number af invalided of the bubonic 
plague in Glasgow, the widespread dis- 
tmrbances and disaffection in railway 
oircles and the dissolution of parlia- 
ment are attracting much atteation> 
It is considered evident from the 
speech of the Right Hom Wm. St. 
John Erodrick, ‘secretary of state for 
foreign affairs, on Wednesday, that 
the government considers the end of 
the war cloise enough to the ‘horizon tof 
justify hlooking beyond it, and pre- 
pariug for a general election. There- 
fore, an authorattive pronouncement on 
the subject of the dissolution of parlia- 
ment is expected ait an early date. 
Whether Mr. Bredrick’s aniticipation 
that Lord Roberts’ present movement 
will have a decisive bearing upon the 
length of the war is justified or not, 
remains for the present a matter of 
ronjecture, but there is no mistaking 
the intention of the government to 
utilize any fppreciable Inilitary siic- 
cess and nide into office again on' the 
back. af “Bobs,” whp, it is expected, 
ifjall goes well, will be able to return 
in October and take up the duties of 
rommanider-in-chief and incidentally 
aid in the election. } 

Lord Roberts’ emphaitic commenda- 
tion of General Buller’s strategy at 
Makhadodorp looks like a _ desire ito 
restore public confidence preparatory. 
to the devoluition of the future con- 
duct of the campaign upon the shoul 
ders upon which it ariginally rested.

LATEST WAR NEWS.

London, Sept. 4.—The war office has 
received the following from Lord Rob- 
erts under daite of Belfast, Sept. 2nd: 
“Paget's men at \Warmpart report 
that Plumer in his engagement at 
Rovikop captured seven prisoners, 160 
rifles, 40,090 rounds of ammunition, 350 
held of cattle and thresa wagons. His 
casualties were two officers severely 
and three slightly wounded. 

“On August 31st, General Hart had 
an encounter with a party of Boers, 
who are attempting to destroy the 
Johannesburg waterworks. The Boers 
evacuated a strong position. The 
British casualties were nine wounded. 


London, Sept. 4.—A despatch \from 
Meseru, Basutoland, of yesterday’s 
date says: “The British garrison at 
Iadybrand has been surrounded by 
the Boer commandces of Grebelaar, 
Lemmer and Haasebrook and 200 of 
the Rand scouts. The British finding 
themselves hard pressed, burned the 
military stores to prevent their cap 
fre. Volley firing was audable at 
the time the despatch was sent, which 
indicated that the garrison was holding 
out. The silence of the Boer cannon 
is believed ta’ ba due to af shortage of 
&mmjunition, Hunter is on . his way 
ta Ladybrand to resoue the garrison. 
Boers are assembled in large force 
in the vicinity! of the Vet river, 

“Paget reports that Plumer success- 
fully engaged a party of Boers near 
Werm Baths yesterday in an impass- 
ible bush country. He destroyed 
twelve wagons, captured 200 head~of 
cattle, 35 sheep, forty donkeys and 
twelve horses. He secured tweniy- 
four prisoners, 6,000 pounds of mealie 
(Indian corn) anda considerable quank 
tity of flour, rice, groceries and cloth+
